New Constitution 


Using favorable legal advice 
and public precedence as a guide, 
the Executive council in their first 
official act last week accepted the 
new ASB constitution on _ the 
basis of the 90 per cent favorable 
vote at the May 1947 election.

Our New Constitution. . . 


Members of the Student Executive Board have offi- 
cially organized under the new Constitution of the As- 
sociated Students of Santa Ana college. 

The constitution was re-written last year to correct 
procedures in the meetings of the Executive board and 
to include under the new document provisions for situ- 
ations not specifically mentioned in the old constitution. 

Provided for in the new constitution is the Parliamen- 
tarian, an advisery member of the board, appointed to 
maintain order at board meetings and to advise the presi- 
dent as to constitutionality of any proposed measures. 

One of the major changes in this document is the 
status of what were termed “commissioners.” Formerly 
these officers were mere figureheads. They had no par- 
ticular duties as the entire excutive board discussed all 
student affairs, contributing much to the general con- 
fusion of the board meetings. 

Under the new system these commissioners have be- 
come chairmen of committees, i. e. chairman of the 
committee of social activities. This chairman now has the 
power to select his committee and iron out all difficulties 
of planning social events so that the board will be able 
to take immediate action on these matters. This follows 
the same pattern that is used in our national government. 

On the whole it is a much stronger form of student 
government. It gives a cross-section of the student body 
a voice in their government, and adds greatly to the dig- 
nity of the Executive board. 

It is the duty of the Parliamentarian to know the new 
constitution thoroughly, and to have a good knowledge of 
Robert’s Rules of Order so as to assist the president in 
providing Santa Ana college with a stronger and more 
cooperative form of student government.—S.E.S.
